Time Is Ripe for Iran-Saudi 
Rapprochement 


he Zionist regime has virtually scrapped the peace proc- 
ess. The ball is in the regional countries’ court. 

Iran and Saudi Arabia are two influential countries in the 
Muslim world. Their cooperation can pave the way for multilat- 
eral cooperation among Muslim countries to consolidate the 
anti-Israeli bloc. 

For several reasons closer Iran-Saudi relations would facilitate 
dloser ties among regional countries. 

Iran is the most powerful country of the region. Iran's pre-emi- 
nence in the region stems from its geopolitical characteristics: it 
has the longest coastline in the Persian Gulf, stretching from the 
Arvand Rud to the Sea of Oman, overseeing the strategic Strait 
„ of Hormuz, Iran’s population is more than that of all Persian Gulf 

countries combined. The Iranian Army is a battlefield tested 
army. 

On its part, Saudî Arabia is fhe world’s largest exporter of oil. 
It has a long coastline on the southern part of the Persian Gulf. 
It is the custodian of the holy sites of Mecca and Medîna. ft enjoys 
considerable influence among regional countries, to the extent 
that some of them consider it to be their "big brother’. 

Unfortunately, since the victory of the glorious Islamic Revo- 
lution, through resorting to the policy of "divide and rule,“ the 
U.S. has succeeded in creating a devastating gulf between Iran 
and its neighbors on the other side of the Persian Gulf. 

Our brothers on the other side of the Persian Gulf should be 
wise enough to learn a lessor from the events of the past 
seventeen years. 

The recent unfolding of events in the occupied territories 
practically testifies that the main enemy of the countries of the 
Persian Gulf region is the Zionist regime. 

Today, all regional countries are threatened by the Zionist 
regime. In case of another conflict in the Middle East, the Zionists 
wîll spare none of them. 

Muslim countries of the region should sever their ties with the 
Zionist regime and put pressure on the supporters of Tel Aviv 
to stop their support of the Zionist regime.

LONDON — UN High Commis- 
sioner for Refugces Sadako Ogata 
warmed Monday that despite inicr- 
national commitmenls to uphold 
the right of asylum, standards of 
refugce protection was actually 
being eroded in many countrics. 

She cited Iran as one of he 
positive signals for rcfugce issucs 
in 1996, when it opened its bor- 
ders in September lo alltow 40,000 
Kurds to takc refuge from fighting 
in northern Iraq. 

In a speech to the annual meci- 
ing of the UNHCR's Si-membecr 
Excculive Commilice, Ogata rcaf- 
firned the righi lo scck asylum 
from persecuüion and urged deci- 
sionmakers to combat prcjudicc 
and to share the burden of major 
asylum countries. 

Her criticism of industrialized 
couniries follows Iran's come 
plaints about the lack of intcmna- 
tional response to the plight of 
Iraqi Kurds flecing to ils border 
last morth, having already to cope 
with the world’s largest number of 
refugees on meager aid.

Campas’ other loss occurred in 
his first try for a major world title. 
He was stopped by current Inter- 
national Boxing Federation Wel- 
terweight Champion Felix 
Trinidad of Puerto Rico inside 
four rounds in September 1994.

They believe 
in free market principles for oth- 
ers, not for themselves. The major 
corporations in every society, in 
fact all the advanced sectors of 
business, rely very heavily on 
state subsidy and state interven- 
tio. They want to teil you to join 
the free market. They "re not going 
to do it. 


Q: How did you react to the 
liberalization debate here bcing 
conducted as if it werc something 
new? 

A: Î was struck by this when 
reading the press here. the idca 
that somchow theres something 
new about nco-libcralism. There's 
nothing new about nco-lıbcralism. 
India has becn subjected lo nco- 
liberalism for 300 ycars — which 
is why it's India and not England 
or the United States. Which is why 
you brokc away from Britain. 

That the U.S. is not a fully mar- 
ket socicty (is known) .. but social 
security and similar intcrvcntions 
are the fringc of the sysicm of static 
subsidy of privalc powcr.

Yet. Chomsky docs not suffer 
"intellectualism" gladly. At an in- 
terface with the media in Hydera- 
bad. a participant began asking 
him a lengthy question about 
"post-modernism". Chomsky 's re- 
sponse: "Post-modernism? 1 don"t 
know what that means. But Î sus- 
pect it’s a scam thought up by in- 
tellectuals to keep themselves 
employed." 

In India for just a week re- 
cently, he gave Hunanscape this 
exclusive interview specifically 
on media issues, Excerpts: 


Q: What does globalizaion of 
the media mean, generally. and 
what would it mean for the press 
and other media here, especially 
with the "opening up" of the skies? 

A: For one thing, it means huge 
increases ir advertising, espe- 
cially of foreign commodities. Be- 
cause their resources could 
overwhelm anything that India’ 
cam have. It also means much nar- 
rower concentration of media 
sources... It will reflect the points 
of view of those who can amass 
the huge capital to run intema- 
tional media. Diversity and infor- 
malion will decline, media will get 
more and more advertiser-ori- 
cenled. 


Q: Is globalization an accurate 
world? Wouldn’t "transnationali- 
zation” be more accuralc? 

A: Î would call it the cxicnsion 
of transnational, corporalc t{yr- 
anny. These are tyrannical. tolali- 
tarian instilutions: 
mega-corporations. They arc huge

Their first interest is profit — but 
much broader than that, it's to con- 
struct an audience of a particular 
type.

Psychotherapist Borut Pogacnik 
said many suicides can only be 
explained by a "death instinct’ or 
thanatos, the urge for self-destruc- 
tion, which appears stronger in cer- 
tain geographical regions. 

“The level of suicides has tradi- 
tionally been very high in the area 
of the Danube plain, including east 
Slovenia, Hungary, northeastern 
Croatia and northern Serbia," 
Pogacnik said. 

While illness, old age and fone- 
liness also play their part, some 
experts argue that an increasing so- 
cial imbalance can add to demorali- 
zation and ultimately, despair. 

“Significant social changes 
which make people feel that they 
cannot shape their own lives may 
be among the reasons that lead to 
suicide," said Doctor Jozica Selb 
from the Slovenian Institute for the 
Protection ‘of Health. 

Since Slovenia broke away from 
former Yugoslavia in 1991, its 
GDP per capita rose to $9,352 in 
1995 from $6,133 in 1992 but un- 
employment is on the rise, reaching 
13.3 percent in July. 

Official figures show the num- 
ber of suicides reaching 621 in 
1994 from 554 in 1990. It dipped 
slightly to 564 in 1995, but still 
hizh in a country of only two mil- 
lion peuple. . 

Hanging is the most common 


method used, tollowed by poison or. 


the gun. 

The number of men who commit 
suicide is three times higher than 
the number of women, as èxperts 
say women are more likely to seek 
help when fucing problems. 


National coordinator Grad said 


Slovenia needed a nationwide pro- 
gram hacked by hard cash to guide 
parents, teachers, doctors and the 
clergy on how to recognize a de- 
pressed individual and how to pre- 
vent that person turning to suicide. 
"We have to start with the young 
generation as a suicidal pattem 
starts developing in youth,” Grad 
sald. “If we start with a prevention 
prozram nw, the results will only 
he seen in ahaut 1O years’ time. ""

According to World Health Or- 
ganization (WHO) data for 1994, 
Slovenia has the sixth highest sui- 
cide rate in Europe, behind Lithu- 
ania, Russia, Estonia, Latvia and 
Hungary. 

Grad said at least 30 to 40 per- 
cent of suicides in Slovenia were 
linked ta alcoholism, with the high- 
est figures in the winegrowing re- 
gions of Stajerska in the east, Do- 
lenjska in the southeast and 


Smoking Linked 


` to Vision Loss 


WASHINGTON — Smokers have 
a greater risk of losing their vision 
to a condition known ax “Age-re- 
lated Macular Dezeneration,'" or 
AMD, according to two studies in 
this week's Journal af rhe American 
Medical Associarion (JAMA). 

One study, conducted on 31,843 
women between the uses of 50 and 
59 —all of them registered nurses 
— was part of a nurses health study 
in Boston, Massachusetts. 

The women were followed for 12 
years, with information on their 
smoking habits updated every two 


Researchers found that the 
women who smoked 25 ur mors 
cigarettes a Jay were more than 
twice as likely l0 develop AMD, the 
leading cause of hlindness in pet 
ple aged 65 and older. A similar 
study conducted on men produced 
similar results. 

“Results of this study prwide 
prospective evidence that smoking 
increases the risk of Jeveloping 
AMD," the article «aid of the first 
study. 

It found little reduction in risk uf 
developing the disease even after 
smokers quit for 1S ur more years. 
In the second sfudy. un men, the 
researchers said there was an in- 
creased risk for past smokers but 
that it was nOt ax greul. 

Bath studies falored out other 
habits that could contrihute to the 
disease, such as puur dirt and the 
presence of vakurdvts, researthers 
said.

Last year’s winners - Edward 
Lewis and Eric F. Wieschaus of 
the United States and Christiane 
Nucssicin-Volhard of Germany - 
were cited for work that began on 
fruit flics but developed into 
brcakthroughs that improved the 
understanding of how birth de- 
fects occur. 


The 1994 winners - Amcricans 
Alfred G. Gilman and Martin Rod- 
beil - did extensive work with lit- 
tlc-known but important 
substances called G-proteins. Dis- 
1urbances in G-protcins can ex- 
plain symptoms in hereditary 
metabolic problems, tumor dis~- 
eascs, alcoholism and ever 
whooping cough. 

The prize announcement Mon- 
day kicked off a week of awards. 
The Nobel Prize in economics will 
be announced Tuesday and the 
physics and chemistry awards on 
Wednesday. The final Nobeli 
Prize, for peace, will be an- 

` nounced on Friday in Oslo, Nor- 
way.

The Canadian govemment is 
cautious. "The purpose is to gef aS 
many staies as possible to agrce on 
the need to ban antipersonnel 
mincs,” said Department of For- 
eign Affairs spokesman John Belt, 

"and in tte long term. to achieve 
an agreement on carly negolia- 
uons on a global ban." 

In other words, this is a meeting 
to prepare the ground for an even- 
tual agreement on holding a con- 
ference where the issue is actually 
rcgotiated.

DUBLIN, Ireland — The Euro- 
pean Union has recommitted itself 
to an ambitious agenda of change 
and expansion.

Major's Conservative Party 
has a one-seat majority and is 
consumed by a dehate over. wid- 
ening the EU's powers - an issue 
bound to overshadow the party's 
annual conference opening Tues- 
day. 

Since 1979, when the Conser- 
vatives came to office, Britain has 
been wary of its partners" readi- 
ness to water down national pow- 
ers. 

Today Major is seen as a hos- 
tage to the divisions in his ranks, 
unable to make a constructive 
contribution to European integra- 
tion.
